NO  better  performer  than  the  mighty  Bernborough  ever 
won  Tattersall's  Club's  Carrington  Stakes,  run  over 
six  furlongs  at  Randwick  every  December. 


But  many  other  great  horses  have  con¬ 
trived  to  make  it  a  feature-event  in  the 
Australian  racing  calendar. 

Bernborough’s  success  in  1946  with  9.6 
was  only  the  second  win  in  a  sequence 
of  15  which  he  completed  before  he  failed 
in  the  Caulfield  Cup. 

The  best  handicap-wins  in  Bernbor¬ 
ough’s  phenomenal  sequence  were  the 
Doomben  double. 

He  carried  10.5  in  the  Newmarket  and 
10.11  in  the  Cup. 

The  1925  Carrington  Stakes  was  a  step¬ 
ping-stone  in  another  fine  sequence  of 
wins. 

Led  All  Way 

That  year  it  was  won  by  Valicare,  with 
only  7.4.  It  was  the  third  in  a  run  of 
wins  which  she  carried  on  to  seven,  a  fine 
achievement  for  a  three-year-old  filly. 

The  last  three  in  Valicare’s  sequence 
were  indeed  outstanding. 

In  the  Rawson  Stakes — weight-for-age 
over  nine  furlongs — she  defeated  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup  winner,  Windbag. 

Next  start  she  led  all  the  way  with 
8.9 — or  3  lb.  over  weight-for-age — to  win 
the  1926  Doncaster. 

Finally  she  defeated  probably  the  best 
mile  field  ever  seen  in  the  weight-for-age 
All  Aged  Stakes. 

Behind  her  were  Top  Gallant,  The 
Night  Patrol,  Metellus  and  Fuji  San — 
all  winners  of  outstanding  “name”  races. 

The  1917  winner  of  the  Carrington, 
Colugo,  was  a  good  sprinter  who  carried 
9.6,  but  his  real  fame  rested  on  a  freak 
record  as  a  stallion. 


five-furlong  winner  into  a  stayer  and  won 
our  James  Barnes  Plate  at  Randwick  over 
10  furlongs,  besides  other  staying  events 
at  Randwick  and  Canterbury. 


QUEEN  ANNE 
BOOSTED  PRIZES 

Queen  Anne  introduced  the  idea  of 
racing  horses  for  money  or  sweepstakes. 

During  her  reign  (1702-1714),  horse 
racing  became  extremely  popular  in  Eng¬ 
land. 

She  offered  a  valuable  trophy  for  the 
winner  of  the  Doncaster  race,  and  required 
each  owner  to  put  up  a  fee  of  10  guineas, 
with  the  winner  to  take  all.

Greenline  holds  the  record  weight- 
performance  in  the  Carrington. 

He  scored  with  10.5  on  his  back,  and 
was  ridden  by  Jim  Pike.  This  was  the 
prelude  to  success  in  the  Flemington 
Newmarket  three  months  later  with  10.2 
— on  the  slow  side  of  the  course. 

Pendant,  Carrington  winner  in  1902-3, 
also  went  on  to  Newmarket  success  in 
1906 — as  an  aged  mare  with  9.7  up. 

Three  good  modern  winners  of  the  Car¬ 
rington  were  Native  Son  in  1946  with  8.8; 
Karendi  in  1954  with  the  same  weight, 
and  Lindbergh  in  1955  with  8.9.
